Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
failed to disclose a high-volume insert for a toy figure having a hollow body configured 
to define a hollow interior space within an appendage of the figure that occupies at least 
50% of the volume of the appendage and also including at least one engagement 
portion configured to engage and form a pivotable connection with another portion of 
the figure in the form of a substantially planar tab with a cylindrical boss extending 
therefrom. The prior art also fails to disclose the hollow body portion configured to 
remain hollow after the toy figure has been molded over by an outer layer. A hollow 
body insert with engagement portions for forming a pivotable connection with another 
portion of the toy figure formed by a first body segment and a second body segment 
wherein the first segment includes at least one cylindrical hollow dowel and the second 
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segment includes at least one cylindrical hollow boss for slidably receiving the dowel so 
as to join the body segments together, was also not disclosed in the prior art. 
3. The closest prior art disclosed in patent numbers 4,470,784 to Piotrovsky, 
3,350,812 to Linsay et al., and 3,277,601 to Ryan disclose internal skeletal inserts for 
molded toy figures but do not disclose the use of inserts that define a hollow interior 
space within the appendage that can also remain that way after molding. Patent 
number 2,174,932 to Weis et al. discloses the use of a hollow insert that remains open 
and as such would not be capable of preventing the hollow interior from being filled in 
when used in injection molding.
